REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 4-14, 16, and 18-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to teach a method, apparatus, and system for adaptively 

modifying the sleep mode behavior of a mobile station as follows. Mobile system broadcast 
control communications messages monitored by the mobile station. The system determines the 
mobiles cyclical patterns of traffic communications, by monitoring daily patterns of traffic 
activity of the mobile and reduces the control communications between the system and mobile 
during periods determined to have low activity. The mobile station operates in a slotted mode 
where it periodically monitors the control communications and prior to the system reducing 
control communications the mobiles monitors control communications. In a first embodiment, 
the mobile station monitors at a first rate and after the system reduces the control 
communications the mobiles monitors at a second rate slower than the first rate. In a second 
embodiment the system warns the mobile of a pending condition of reduced communications. 
In a third embodiment the mobile monitors and keeps a record of the patterns and reduces its 
monitoring rate while the system reduces the transmission rate of the control messages. 

Shi et al. (6,289,227), is an exemplary reference from the relevant subclasses cited in the 
last office action. Shi discussed a system apparatus and method wherein a mobile keeps a record 
of the traffic pattems and goes into a slotted mode where it monitors system control parameters 
and reduced rate. Therefore, Shi disclosed most of the limitations of the applicant's invention. 
However, Shi failed to teach the mobile monitoring at first and second rates, or the system 
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slowing the transmission of the control messages to match a slower rate, or the system warning 
the mobile of impending delays.
